While Premier Bennett was announcing that 
there will be no inflation of the Canadian dollar, 
and that to do so would be fatal to Canada’s credit

The advocate of inflation (or undeflation, rather), 
is A. Neil McLean of St. John, NB. executive 
member of the Maritime Division of the Canadian 
Manufacturers Association and President of Con- 
nors Bros. Ltd, well known fish packers. 

Though Mr. McLean might have spoken with 
very great authority of the effect of the deflated 
dollar an the export fish trade of Canada, he avoid- 
ed the suspicion of being a special advocate of the 
fish industry, by taking his examples from the 
lumber trade of Canada. His logic fits every ex- 
port trade of the Dominion. In selecting the lum- 
ber industry of Canada as a base for his arguments, 
he selected an industry that, of very great im- 
portance to eastern Canada, is of even greater im- 
portance to the Pacific coast province. British 
Columbia has agriculture, fishing and mining, but 
its basic industry, and the one which employs the 
greatest volume of labor, is the lumber industry.

Showing how Canada by its policy of keeping its 
dollar trailing the upward flight of the United 
States dollar, instead of following the downward 
course of the English pound, deprives its peopie 
of the benefits of the Imperial preference, Mr. Me- 
Lean says: 

Imagine a shipload of lumber being sent from 
the port of St. John to Liverpool, where it is to 
be sold to Liverpool lumber brokers 

We will say the Liverpool brokers offer 10,- 
000 English pounds for the cargo 

Let us suppose there is another cargo of 
lumber in port at Liverpoo] from Scandinavia 
The Canadian lumber is fully as good and is 
allowed a 10 per cent preference (under the Im- 
perial treaty)

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
EVEN DOCTORS ARE HUMAN 
Patients come up to my office day after day with 
long stories about the wrongs they have suffered 
at the hands of doctors and hospitals. After «a year 
or so they have probably told the same story over 
and over and the mind tends to increase and mag- 
nify any grievance they may have had. They for- 
get that most doctors are really sincerely trying 
to help them to the best of their knowledge. 


Doctors are often so busy taking care of im- 
mediate emergencies that they may neglect to tell 
the patient what to do in order to prevent a return 
of their trouble. Sometimes a quick easy cure is 
not as valuable as a long difficult cure which 
teaches the patient that health is a priceless biess- 
ing and should be guarded. The doctors who get 
the most lasting results are those who take the time 
to teach the patient the ways to stay well. 


There is an old saying that foolish patients make 
foolish doctors and this saying has some truth in 
it. If patients were not so insistent on quick relief 
doctors as a class would not be so anxious to please 
the patient by giving pain-killing drugs for reliev- 
ing symptoms temporarily. Very often a sick per- 
son is impatient about the time required for per- 
manent improvement and will not start in on a 
course of treatments that will remove the real 
cause of his trouble 


Of course, one should feel grateful for relief of 
an immediate pain but one should not blame the 
doctor if the trouble returns when the patient was 
not willing to spend the time to learn how to get 
well and stay well. I have seen many cases where 
the patient worked up a prejudice against a doctor 
who really tried to help. This is twice as likety to 
happen if the patient still owes the doctor for ser- 
vices rendered. 


Another reason that doctors may not do much 
for the patient is that a certain type of sick per- 
son never stays long enough with one physician 
but goes from one doctor to another. A better plan 
is to find a doctor in whom you have a reasonable 
amount of confidence and then to stick with his 
treatment until you have given it a fair trial. One 
of the reasons that the old-fashioned famiiy doc- 
tor was so highly regarded was that he knew his 
patients over a period of years and became famil- 
iar enough with their symptoms and troubles that 
he could judge from their past history
